AUCTION FORMAT 

What format shall we use 
for the spring 1998 auction?

AVIAN INFLUENZA 

By S. Robert Powell 

Here are some "facts" that I have 
collected recently; also a few 
personal observations: 

• Poultry Show exposition hall 
on main floor of Farm Show 
Complex transformed (a few 
years ago) into Food Court; 
exhibition poultry relegated to 
small room on lower level of 
Farm Show Complex; ridic¬ 
ulous new show rules imposed 
on poultry exhibitors. 

• Poultry Show at 1998 Penn¬ 
sylvania Farm Show canceled 
in October 1997. Secretary of 
Agriculture Hayes: "This is 
strictly a precautionary 
[measure] to prevent the pos¬ 
sible transmission of the H7N2 
avian influenza virus through 
exhibits at the show."

• The general poultry quarantine 
that was instituted in May in 
much of southeastern Pennsyl¬ 
vania was lifted in Lancaster 
county (perhaps also in the 
remainder of the areas under 
quarantine) on November 10, 
1997—which means, of course, 
that the poultry show at the 
1998 Pennsylvania Farm 
Show could have taken place. 

• From a page-one story in the 

December 20, 1997 issue of 
Lancaster Farming, we have 
learned that a non-pathogenic 
strain of H7N2 avian influenza 
was detected in a 24,800-turkey 
flock (13,000, 10 weeks old; 
11,800, 10 days old) in 

northern Lancaster county. The 
birds were disposed of, a farm- 
specific quarantine was im¬ 
posed, and the flock owner was 
compensated for his losses. 

• On National Public Radio at 8 
A. M. on December 29, 1997, I 
heard a news story about H5N1 
avian influenza in Hong Kong. 
Every chicken in Hong Kong 
was quickly slaughtered to 
prevent a spread of the 
influenza which, it was 
reported, had caused 4 human 
deaths; 12 other humans are 
said to have been infected by 
the "bird flu." 

• Also on NPR, I heard (01-03- 
98) that all ducks and geese in 


Hong Kong would now be 
killed. 

• According to Pennsylvania 
Secretary of Agriculture 
Samuel Hayes, Jr., H7N2 avian 
influenza does not pose any 
threat to human health. 

• Non-pathogenic H7N2 avian 
influenza (which causes illness 
and some mortality in birds) 
can turn into a pathogenic 
strain (which causes total 
mortality). Pennsylvania has 4 
million doses of avian 
influenza vaccine on hand, but 
according to a USDA protocol, 
the vaccine can only be 
administered if the virus 
becomes pathogenic. 

All of this avian influenza 
hoopla—as well as what appears 
to be an anti-exhibition poultry 
trend in Pennsylvania—makes me 
very nervous. Even though we, the 
exhibition poultry people, and our 
birds are not the cause of the avian 
influenza problems in Pennsyl¬ 
vania, I can easily envision the day 
when some government function¬ 
ary—at the urging of the 
commercial poultry industry and 
"in the interest of public health 
and safety"—announces that all 
backyard and hobbyist flocks in 
Pennsylvania will have to be 
disposed of. 
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Why are the 4 million doses 
(a two-year supply) of avian 
influenza vaccine not being used? 
The vaccine is there. Why not 
allow us to vaccinate our birds 
(even though our birds are not at 
fault)? If our birds are vaccinated 
against avian influenza, our birds 
would be protected (hopefully) if 
the day ever comes when a 
government-sanctioned witch 
hunt/inquisition takes place. 

Why are the commercial 
poultry people not using the 
vaccine? I wonder if the fact that 
the carcasses of birds in "spent" 
layer flocks (and probably in all 
other commercial flocks as well) 
will not be purchased by foreign 
buyers if the birds have been 
vaccinated has anything to do with 
it? 

In October 1997, Secretary 
Hayes stated: "The commercial 
poultry industry is extremely vital 
to Pennsylvania's agricultural 
economy. I am going to do what I 
can to protect our poultry 
farmers." 

What about us, the exhi¬ 
bition poultry people? Where 
would the commercial poultry 
farmers be today if exhibition 
poultry people had not preserved 
the breeds of poultry that were 
used to create the present-day 
commercial chickens?

Lancaster Fanning Staff 
HARRISBURG (Lancaster 
Co.) — State Secretary of Agri¬ 
culture Samuel Hayes Jr. on Wed¬ 
nesday afternoon announced that 
the H7N2 avian influence virus has 
been positively detected in a 
24,800-bird northern Lancaster 
County turkey flock. 

At a general press conference 
held in the state Department of 
Agriculture Building in Harris¬ 
burg, Secretary Hayes told media 
news reporters that on Tuesday 
evening, lab results confirmed that 
the flock — consisting of 13,000, 


10-week-old birds, and 11,800, 
10-day-old birds — tested posi¬ 
tive for the non-pathogenic H7N2 
strain of avian influenza. 

It is a non-threatening disease 
few humans. 

The turkeys are slated for dis¬ 
posal, and a farm-specific quaran¬ 
tine has been imjjosed. 

As of press time, a team from the

Eckrode is president 
of the American Associ¬ 
ation of Avian Patholo¬ 
gists, that held an inter¬ 
national symposium in 
Athens, Ga., about 
avian influenza (it’s 
world-wide). The pro¬ 
ceedings are expected to 
be available soon. 

He said that some of 
the observations made 
about the disease that 
has affected Lancaster 
and Lebanon counties 
this year may end up 
being nothing more than 
coincidence. 

He also said that 
knowledge of the dis¬ 
ease is still limited. 

He did say that he 
doesn’t believe that this 
outbreak in the turkey 
flock is related to the 
earlier outbreaks in the 
layer flocks. 

However, he said that 
there are many different 
aspects of the dynamics 
between humans, birds, 
the disease and the envi¬ 
ronment that have to be 
considered, but that 
time and effort haven’t 
been made available yet 
to look at the entire big 
picture of possibilities 
and likelihoods. 

He said that while 
tests done during the 
early 1980s on the 
pathogenic virus that 
decimated the poultry 
industry in the area were 
done without considera¬ 
tion of wind or vectors. 

He said that the tests 
were done by sampling 
the grounds surrounding 
the infected poultry 
building to determine 
how far away from the 
building that tests con¬ 
tinue to show some evi¬ 
dence of the virus. 

That didn’t take into 
account the potential for 
the disease to be carried 
on a feather on the wind, 
or some other mechan¬ 
ism for dispersal. 

The fact is that there 
are at least several other 
characteristics of the 
region that may or may 
not have something to 
do with the spread of the 
disease.

(The disease showed 
up in both Lebanon and 
Lancaster counties 
along the northern edges 
of both valleys, in the 
foothills of mountains. 
They are areas that, 
because of prevailing 
wind patterns, would be 
likely areas for airborne 
debris to settle out to the 
ground. Further, both 
areas are in proximity to j 
major truckingi 
routes — Rt.78 in 
Lebanon County, and 
the Pa. Turnpike in Lan¬ 
caster County — where 
the open-crated, open 
sided poultry trailers 
traveling through could 
potentially bring con¬ 
tain in ted birds.) 

As far as determining 
the species or origin of 
the H7N2 virus, Eck- 
rode said he believes 
this strain may be sur¬ 
viving in the live bird 
market, where it has 
been found several 
times since the 1980’s 
outbreak of the other 
deadly virus. 

During the press con¬ 
ference, Hayes said that 
it was called as part of 
his policy of ensuring 
that the public is well 
aware of happenings in 
agriculture, both good 
and bad. 


He said that as further 
developments occur, the 
media will be advised. 

“What we’re doing 
now,” he said, “is in 
keeping with proper 
protocol of keeping the 
public informed as to 
critical events in the 
agricultural realm. 

“Along with the good 
news, from time to time 
... there is some that is 
less than that.”

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Short-Term Incubator Problems 

By S. Robert Powell 

You insulate your coops. You feed your breeders an enriched diet. 
You fuss around with lights to stimulate the production of fertile eggs with 
strong embryos in the middle of winter. You carefully gather, mark, and 
store the eggs for incubation. You follow the incubator's instructions to the 
letter. You fill the incubator with the freshest eggs possible. You sit back 
and—even though you know you shouldn't—you start counting your chicks 
before they're hatched. And then it happens. You wake up in the middle of 
the night or you come home from work one day only to discover that you 
have an incubator full of cold eggs. "All that work, and now this!" you say 
to yourself. 

Incubator problems! Most of us who raise exhibition poultry have had 
incubator problems at one time or another. So, what do you do at such 
times? What are your options? In most cases, there's more than one viable 
option open to you. In a great many cases, a hatch can be saved in spite of 
short-term incubator problems. That's because chicks, not only after but 
also before they're hatched, are tough. 

The two most common .ncubator problems are probably power 
failure and equipment malfunction. In either case, don't immediately open 
the incubator. If you have a forced-air incubator, close the air vent. 
Whatever heat remains inside the incubator must be retained as long as 
possible. 

If it's an equipment malfunction, try to determine the specific nature 
of the problem without cooling the eggs any more than they already are. If 
you have to remove the eggs from the incubator to make a repair, put them 
directly into Styrofoam egg cartons with no holes in tne lids. That way, 
whatever heat emains in the eggs will be contained by the closed egg 
cartons. In addition, you'll be less likely to inadvertently crack one of the 
eggs. Make sure that the pointed end of the eggs is facing down, with the air 
sac at the top. Be careful not to be rough in handling the eggs. Remember, 
they contain living (hopefully) embryos. 
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The variety of things that people have done to keep eggs warm after 
they have been removed, for one reason or another, from an incubator that is 
not working is truly amazing—hot water bottles on top of the eggs, eggs in 
pans in a warm oven, eggs near hot radiators or wood-burning stoves, eggs 
in front of car heaters, heating pads under the eggs, and so on. 

Whatever you decide to do, it's better to keep the eggs, on a short¬ 
term basis, at a temperature below the optimum temperature for hatching 
eggs than at a temperature above the optimum temperature. If the eggs are 
kept at 90 degrees, say, for a few hours, at least the embryos won't die. If the 
eggs are kept for very long at 110 degrees, on the other hand, the embryos 
will be killed by the excessive heat. Be very careful, therefore, not to 
overheat the eggs. 

If you can determine the nature of the problem and if you have on 
hand, or can easily obtain, a replacement part, install it as quickly as you 
can, and you're back in business. Maybe your incubator's wick or wafer is 
the problem? Maybe the microswitch or an electrical cord is not working 
properly? As soon as things are back to normal, it might not be a bad idea to 
order and to have on hand some spare parts for your incubator (a new wafer, 
a new microswitch, and so on). 

If your electrical service has been interrupted, leave the eggs in the 
closed incubator and, if possible, do one of the following: 

• cover the incubator with a blanket or some other covering that will 
help keep the remaining heat in the incubator until the power 
comes back on; if the eggs are well along in the incubation cycle, 
the animal heat given off by the developing c ’wos will provide 
a fair amount of protective heat for the eggs 

• move the incubator into a warm room and "ait tor the po^ei to 
come back on 

• move the incubator, if it's small enough, to somewhere where the 
power is not off. Maybe you can locate a gas-powered generator? I 
once put an incubator into the car and drove 25 miles, in the 
middle of the night in a snow storm, to my office, where the power 
was not off. And there the incubator remained—to the amused 
delight of my colleagues—until the chicks hatched. 
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If none of those options seems workable to you, and you decide to 
remove the eggs from the incubator because the power has been off for an 
extended period of time, give it your best to maintain the eggs at the correct 
incubation temperature. 

The best solution, of course, is to put the eggs, as soon as possible, 
into a functioning incubator or under setting hens. Perhaps a friend has 
room in an incubator for your eggs or has some setting hens that you can 
use? Perhaps you can quickly buy a new incubator? 

Our purpose here is not to recommend one emergency solution over 
another. What you must do by whatever means you choose—and without 
driving yourself crazy—is maintain the eggs at more or less the correct 
temperature until you can get them into a normal incubation situation. 

If your power is off for only a few hours, or if you can repair your 
malfunctioning incubator within a few hours, chances are that your hatch 
will not be seriously affected. If your incubator is off for a longer period of 
time and no viable option seems available to you, you may have to declare 
the hatch a loss. 

At what point do you declare a hatch a loss? As a general rule, I don't 
give up very easily. I think it? probably a good idea not to declare a hatch a 
loss—even if the eggs have been cooled down to room temperature for an 
entire day—until you have been able to get the eggs back into a "normal" 
incubation situation for a day or two. At that point, candle the appropriately- 
warm eggs and determine if the embryos are alive nor not. You may be very 
pleasantly surprised to discover that the embryos are still alive. 

In talking with "seasoned" poultry breeders, I have learned that there 
are two days, above all, in the 21-day incubation period for chicken eggs on 
which the correct incubation temperature for the eggs must be carefully 
maintained. If something goes wrong on one of those two days, serious 
problems (deformities, death) can arise. Those two days are dav 3 and day 
19 . 
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Why those two days? On day 3, the nose, legs, and wings begin to 
form. At this point the heart of the developing embryo has already begun to 
beat, and the embryo can be seen, as a very small red spot, through the 
shell—especially with white-shelled eggs. On day 19, the remaining portion 
of the yolk that has not been absorbed by the embryo during the third week 
of incubation is absorbed into the chick's abdomen. (During the first two 
weeks of incubation, the developing embryo is nourished by the white of 
the egg.) 

That does not mean, to be sure, that you can disregard the 
temperature on the other days in the incubation cycle. Certainly not. Every 
effort must be made to maintain the correct temperature and humidity in the 
incubator throughout the entire incubation cycle. But it does mean that days 
3 and 19, so I have been told, are especially important days in the cycle. 

Most of the time, I use setting hens to hatch chicks. And you never 
have power problems or equipment malfunctions when you use setting 
hens. This past winter, however, my supply of setting hens was not adequate 
to take care of all the eggs I wanted to hatch. So I used a couple of 
incubators that I have used with great success in the past. 

During one three-week period, with both incubators filled to capacity, 
I had two power failures and one equipment malfunction! None of those 
problems occurred on days 3 or 19.1 was lucky, I guess. In one instance, the 
power was off for about 6 hours; in another, it was off for about 4 hours. In 
another instance, the incubator was off for about 7 hours, due to a defective 
extension cord. 

In all three incubator emergencies, I immediately closed the air vent 
and covered the incubators with a blanket. I didn't touch the eggs. The 
power eventually came back on. The defective cord was replaced. The eggs 
were re-warmed to the proper temperature. On the day following the return 
to normalcy, in each instance, I candled the eggs and was very pleased to 
discover that the embryos were all alive and well. On days 21 and 22, a very 
successful hatch took place. 

Some people over-react, I think. 1 have he rd of breeders who have 
discarded an entire incubator full of eggs just because the temperature was 


off by one or two degrees for a couple hours, or because a setting hen was 
off her nest for what seemed like too long a period of time or because a 
thunderstorm took place, and so on. 

The well-known poultry breeder and exhibitor, Cecil E. Rose of 
Montrose, PA, always used to say: "If the temperature won't kill the chicks 
when they're out of the shells, it won't kill them when they're still in the 
shells." On one occasion, I remember Cecil Rose's saying that he never had 
a better hatch than one time after the power had been off for over 24 hours. 

Chicks (hatched or unhatched), in other words, are tough. This past 
hatching season I had a setting hen who seemed to be off the nest more than 
she was on it I was not optimistic about her chances for a good hatch, but I 
allowed her to do as she pleased. Most of the eggs hatched. Setting hens, of 
course, are the world's best incubators. 

Most of us have probably heard hard-to-believe-but-true stories about 
eggs that have hatched under difficult conditions: power off for 2 days and 
yet 70% of the eggs still hatched, hen abandoned nest on day 20 and the 
eggs hatched without her, and so on. Every such case is interesting and 
informative. The variables are always different. A collection of such 
stories—especially if the particulars about the nature of the incubator 
problem and what was done to solve the problem—would, in fact, be very 
interesting to read. At the same time, such stories would be very useful to 
other breeders when in the throes of incubator emergencies. 

What works for me or for another breeder may not work for you. The 
purpose of this article is not to tell you, specificall'/, what to do when an 
incubator problem develops at your house The purpose of this article is to 
remind you that in most cases you have, at such times, more than one 
workable option open to you. More often than not, it seems, a hatch can be 
saved in spite of short-term incubator problems.

AVIAN HEALTH 
SYMPOSIUM 

A special avian heath symposium 
to address issues related to the control of 
avian influenza in Pennsylvania took 
place on January 29, 1998, at the 
Sheraton East, Harrisburg. (See the two 
articles from the January 24, 1998 issue 
(pp. 1, 11) of Lancaster Farming that are 
reproduced herein on page 5-6.) 

Craig Russell attended the day¬ 
long meeting, which was attended by 
over 100 people, and reported that things 
went well and that the attitude of the 
Pennsylvania Department of Agriculture 


toward back-yard poultry owners and the 
exhibition poultry fraternity appears to 
be better at present that it has been for a 
long time. 

The positive attitude is largely a 
consequence of the fact that Dr. Zoann 
Parker, the Assistant Secretary of 
Agriculture, is herself a poultry fancier 
(she keeps bantams). She also raises 
goats. 

CPAC member, Reverend 
Roland Romig was on the program at the 
day-long seminar and spoke on behalf 
of poultry fanciers and small-flock 
owners; also on behalf of the auctions. 

There will, apparently, be 
increased monitoring among poultry in 
Pennsylvania for incidences of avian 
influenza. 

Pennsylvania is presently stock¬ 
piling AI vaccine, which was used 
successfully a few years ago to stem an 
outbreak of AI in Mexico. The vaccine is 
also used with success in Minnesota. 

The Pennsylvania Department of 
Agriculture, which is interested in 
maintaining a positive working re¬ 
lationship with the U. S. Department of 
Agriculture, will not authorize the use of 
this vaccine without USDA approval, 
which has not been forthcoming in this 
recent AI outbreak in the common¬ 
wealth.

WHERE'S THE 
APOSTROPHE? 

By S. Robert Powell 

There is a significant difference 
between a singular possessive (e.g., the 
bird’s beak—one bird, one beak) and a 
plural possessive (e.g., the birds' 
owner—more than one bird, one owner). 

So, if there is more than one 
exhibitor at a poultry show—and, of 
course, there is—the show secretary 
should draw up an "Exhibitors' List" 
(many exhibitors, one list) or possibly a 
"List of Exhibitors," but never an 
"Exhibitor's List" (one exhibitor, one 
list). 

Similarly, if there were a poultry 
club in my hometown and there were 
many members in that club, we might 
call ourselves the "Carbondale Poultry 
Fanciers' Association." The apostrophe 
has to go after the "s" in "Fanciers" 
because we are talking about a plural 
noun. There is more than one fancier. To 
say, for example, "Carbondale Poultry 
Fancier's Association" would mean that 
there is only one fancier, not many. 

Similarly, if, for example, Mr. 
and Mrs. Smith were to show a Rhode 
Island Red cock, for example, and one 
wants to talk about that bird, he calls it 
"the Smiths’ Rhode Island Red cock" 
(the noun "Smith" is first made plural by 
adding the "s"; that plural noun is then 


made possessive by adding an 
apostrophe). 

In forming plurals and 
possessives, you must ask yourself: How 
many owners? How many objects 
owned? If there is more than one owner, 
you have to add an "s" to the noun to 
make it plural. To make that noun 
possessive, you add an apostrophe to the 
plural form of the noun. 

One final note: "its" is a 
possessive adjective. "The bird ate its 
food." "It's" is a contraction of "it is." 
"It's beginning to look and feel like 
spring."

The symposium is to address 
specific issues related to the pre¬ 
vention and control of avian 
influenza in Pennsylvania poultry. 

Issues include: 

• Biosecurity in the marketing 
of live poultry. 

• Reporting of A.I. and •‘look-a¬ 
like" poultry diseases. 

• Industry and government 
response to outbreaks of A.I. 

• Enforcement of A.I. govern¬ 
ment regulations. 

• Penalties for violation of gov¬ 
ernment regulations. 

• Methods for sharing costs of 
influenza prevention and control 
(government indemnity and indus¬ 
try self-assurance). 

• Long-range planning to 
reduce A.I. risk, including 
research. 


A series of reports regarding 
some of tiese issues will be pre¬ 
sented and comments will be soli¬ 
cited from symposium particip¬ 
ants. The reports and pursuant dis¬ 
cussion will be the basis for a 
report to the Pennsylvania legisla¬ 
ture in accordance with the condi¬ 
tions of tiie $5 million appropria¬ 
tion to the department for manage¬ 
ment of the 1997 outbreak of 
H7N2 influenza. 

Participation for the symposium 
is desired from Pennsylvania poul¬ 
try produesrs, integrators, proces¬ 
sors, and marketers, haulers, the 
Pennsylvania Poultry Federation 
and its Poultry Health Advisory 
Committee, the Pennsylvania Ani¬ 
mal Diagnostic Laboratory Sys¬ 
tem (PADI.S), the Pa. Animal 
Health and Diagnostic Commis¬ 
sion, the USDA APH ‘srinary 
Sciences, the Penn : depart¬ 
ment of Poultry Sc it. aid the 

University of Pennsylvania Center 
for Animal Health and 
Productivity. 
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A.I. Testing Required For 

Live Bird Markets (Lancaster Farming, 01-24-98, p. 11) 


HARRISBURG (Dauphin Co.) 
— Effective Jan. 8, no live poultry 
more than seven days old may be 
moved into a New York poultry 
market unless accompanied by an 
approved certificate of veterinary 
inspection. 

According to a report published 
in the Poultry Post, the newsletter 
of the Pennsylvania Poultry Feder¬ 
ation, the inspection states that 
either 1) the poultry identified 
thereon are moving directly from a 
source flock which is certified by 
the state or country of origin as an 
A.I. monitored source or 2) the 
poultry identified thereon are mov¬ 
ing directly from a source flock in 
which a random sample of 10 birds 
was blood-tested negative for A.I. 


It has been estimated that these 
markets receive between 
250,000-300,000 birds weekly, 
many of which originate in 
Pennsylvania. 

Larger commercial industry, 
including layers, broilers, and 
turkeys, should keep in mind that 
the risk of contamination with A.I. 
is always present and that biose¬ 
curity measures are necessary 
between the live bird market and 
the larger commercial industry to 
ensure the control of A.I. 


within 10 days of the date of move¬ 
ment, using a test approved by the 
USDA. 

In addition, no poultry may be 
moved from a flock where there 
has been a positive A.I. blood or 
virus test within the previous nine 
months unless the flock is depopu¬ 
lated and premise cleaned and dis¬ 
infected or virus testing (all birds 
or 150 birds) is negative. 

New York is also going to 
increase surveillance of incoming 
birds and the markets. If a market 
is found to be positive and has sub¬ 
standard sanitation, it will be quar¬ 
antined and must depopulate, 
clean and disinfect before the quar¬ 
antine is released.

INCUBATION TIPS 

In his column ("American 
Brown Leghorn Club Forum") in 
the March 1998 issue of 
POULTRY PRESS (p. 34), Don 
Schrider gives some useful tips on 
storing and incubating eggs. 

Among his recommen¬ 
dations is this procedure: 

"One last thing you can do 
is to prepare an egg wash and 
wash your eggs before you place 
them in your clean and disinfected 
incubator. An egg wash that 
anyone can prepare consists of a 
gallon or so of water that is 
warmer than the eggs and a 
tablespoon or so of bleach. Just 
allow the eggs to soak for about 2 
minutes then place them in your 
incubator!"

Enclosed is a very important survey concerning turkeys. This survey is sponsored by the 
Society For The Preservation Of Poultry Antiquities (S.P.P.,v.) and the Columbus 
Zoological Park Association, Inc. The goal of the S.P.P.A. is to perpetuate and improve rare 
breeds of poultry. One area of great concern is the old farm turkey varieties and, in fact, all 
naturally mating turkeys. Since the 1950's, these turkeys have all declined drastically. 

Some varieties already may have been lost and others are near extinction. The big 
commercial turkey producers have abandoned all turkeys except for the Broad Breasted 
types. Even the Broad Breasted Bronze has steadily declined. Today, large Broad Breasted 
Whites comprise all but a tiny fraction of the commercial production. While the old historic 
varieties are not competitive with the Broad Breasted types under modern commercial 
conditions, they certainly out perform them under natural conditions. Not only are the old 
varieties ideal for small farms and back yards, they lack the inherent leg and digestive 
problems of the Broad Breasted types and seem to exhibit superior livability, vigor and 
disease resistance. Therefore, it is up to the rest of us to keep this genetic treasure available 
for the future. 


In order for the S.P.P.A. to know which turkey varieties are in need of immediate help, we 
are gathering as much information as possible about the numerical status of these 
dwindling birds. We are asking you to take a few minutes to fill out the survey and send it 
back to us in the postage paid envelope. We obtained most of our turkey breeder names 
from the National Poultry Improvement Plan (N.P.I.P.) and the S.P.P.A. Breeders 
Directory. We know that not every turkey breeder belongs to our Society or the N.P.I.P. 
Therefore, if you know of someone who has turkeys and who may have been missed by 
our survey would you please write their name and address on the space provided at the 
end of the survey form. 

If you are not already a member and are interested in learning more about what you can 
do to help rare breeds of poultry, we invite you to join the S.P.P.A. We have a quarterly 
newsletter and a breeders directory for members. The annual dues are $10.00 for one (1) 
year or $15.00 for two (2) years.

About a dozen chicks are due 
to hatch today; about 25 more Dorking eggs now under incubation—13 of 
them under one of the Dorkings.

Given the fact that there 
are always more bantams than 
standards in present-day 
poultry shows, it makes very 
good sense for show 
managements to assign at 
least one judge to a bantam 
class as soon as judging 
begins. But to assign all of the 
judges to classes of bantams 
at the beginning of judging is a 
serious mistake, especially in 
light of the fact that such a 
decision has an adverse effect 
on the morale of the exhibitors 
of standard chickens, standard 
waterfowl, and turkeys. 

Why is that true? For the 
simple reason th^t when all of 
the judges are assigned to 
classes of bantams at the 
beginning of a show, those 
exhibitors of standards are 
invariably made to feel that 
their birds are less important 
to the show than the bantams. 

Why, when it comes to 
judging schedules, are the 
standards treated like second- 
class citizens in most shows? 
Ifs not the fault of the judges, 
to be sure. The judges will do 
what they are asked to do. He 
who pays the piper, after all, 
calls the tune. 

The fault lies with show 
managements. It’s up to the 
show management to say at 
the beginning of judging, for 
example: "Judge A, you will 
begin with the single comb 
clean legged bantams. Judge 
B, you will begin with the 
standard waterfowl. Judge C, 
you will begin with the 
standard chickens in the 
American class." 

If there are only two judges 
for a show, than one judge 
should begin with a bantam 
class; the other should begin 
with either a class of standard 
chickens or standard 
waterfowl or the turkeys. 

The judging of the standard 



chickens, standard waterfowl, 
and turkeys frequently does 
not begin until late in the day 
(for one-day shov/s) or on the 
second day (for two-day 
shows). And given the 

lateness in the shew with 
which the judging of the 
standards more often than not 
begins, the judges, being 
pressed for time, are 

sometimes forced to rush 
through their assignment? on 
the standards, which is noi fair 
either to the standard birds or 
their owners. 

On more than one 

occasion, I have even seen it 
happen (when a show 
management suddenly 

realizes that the show is 
almost over and that the 
standards have not yet all 
been judged) that two judges 
are assigned to the same class 
of standards in an attempt to 
get the job done. This is 
intolerable! 

Frequently one hears 
people remark that there aren’t 
as many exhibitors of 
standards today as there were 
in the past. Why is that? Feed 
costs and limited poultry¬ 
housing space available to 
many fanciers certainly have 
contributed to the decline in 
the number of standards 
raised and shown. But the fact 
that the exhibitors of standards 
are frequently given shoddy 
treatment by show 
managements has certainly 
played a part in the decline in 
the number of standards 
shown. 

Don't misunderstand me. I 
am not speaking against 
bantams, certainly not. I, too, 
raise and show bantams. But I 
also raise and show standards 
and, like all exhibitors, 
regardless of whether they 
raise and show bantams or 
standards, landfowl or 
waterfowl, I am very aware of 
when my birds are judged in 
every show <hat I attend. 

Let's be fair. We all pay the 
same entry fees. We all have 
the right to have our birds 
treated as equals by show 
managements and to have them 
judqed in a timely and 
professional manner.

I have memorized the total number of points for the 16 different criteria 
(symmetry, weight or size, condition and vigor, comb, etc.) on the 
General Scale of Points. 

Should I now memorize the breakdown on shape and color for each of those 
criteria for "white" and "other than white” birds? For example back, 
total number of points, 12: 8 for shape and 4 for color on white birds, 6 
for shape and 6 for color on other than white birds, etc.? 

What about the point values for distinctive breed features' Is it enough 
to know that a total of 12 extra points are allowed for crested birds, or 
should I also know the breakdown on the extra points for crested birds (8 
shape, 4 color)? 

When you speak of the scale of weights, do you mear *ie sections on 
"Under Standard Weights" and “Over Standard Weights' in the section on 
Cutting for Defects? 

Should I be memorizing the standard weights for cock, hen, cockerel, and 
pullet for as many breeds as possible? For example: Standard Wyandottes: 
cock 8 1/2 lbs., hen 6 1/2, cockerel 7 1/2, pullet 5 1/2 lbs. 

Details, details. A few days ago, I spent the wh day memorizing tail 
angles! 

I'm not sure I understand how a calculator w id be useful during the 
exam. Can you give me an example? I kno oat a bird whose weight 
deviates more than 20% up or down for the eight for its breed, sex, and 
age should be disqualified. 

So, for example, if I were to see on the rction of the exam marked 
"Ideal, Defect, Disqualification"-^ sta> d New Ftampshire cock that 
weighs 9.5 lbs., is this what I should paying to myself: A standard 
New Hampshire cock should weigh ounds. 20% of 8 pounds is 1.6 pounds. 

This bird is not more than 20% ove landard weight, so it should not be 
disqualified, but it should be cut 1 unt because it is 1 1/2 pounds 
over standard weight (no point c for first pound over standard 
weight). A standard New Hann re cock that weighs 9 1/2 pounds would be 
a bird with a weight defect, n< disqualification. 

I'm sure I'll have a lot more ;stions in the coming month. I hope I 
don't drive you crazy with questions.

I was pleased to learn from Chuck Oltersdorf that you will be at the Finger Lakes show in 
June, and that you have agreed to give me my exam on standard and bantam chickens for 
the APA test. As I understand Chuck's letter to me of May 5 lh (copy attached), you will 
administer both the showroom and the written parts of the exam.

Thanks again for transporting the pair of Partridge Rocks to Zelotes Eschmeyer. It 
appears that I have gotten him off my back—for the time being, at any rate. 

The Bloomsburg auction and show in May were both very successful for the club. We 
can relax for a little while, although we still have to dean the building—which is always 
a problem, because the core group of active club members all live about a hundred miles 
from Bloomsburg. 

In Pennsylvania, the state does not test our birds for pullorum-iyphoid. We have to 
arrange with licensed testers to have the blood drawn and then send the blood to 
Harrisburg for testing. The county fair season begins in July here, so we have to start 
bloodtesting very soon. 1 am a licensed tester and will do the flocks of about a half dozen 
local guys this coming weekend. 

The Finger Lakes Feather Club's show in Syracuse, NY is June 7 th . It's always a nice 
show and I show there every year. At this year's show, I will take my APA test for large 
fowl and bantams under the supervision of Paul Kroll. Virtually all of my spare time in 
recent weeks has been devoted to memorizing the millions of details in the APA's 
Standard of Perfection.

> Two weeks from this coming Sunday I will take the APA exam for large 
fowl 

> and bantams. The memorizing is going well. I think that anyone who 
plans

I appreciate the study guidance for the APA exam that you offered in your 
recent email. In recent days, as I have been studying and memorizing "in 
high gear," three questions have come up: 

1. When were Barred Japanese bantams officially recognized by the APA? 
They are not in the list at the beginning of the SCCL section in either 

the 1985 or the 1998 standard, but they are described on page 236 in the 
1998 standard. 

2. Does the male Black Tailed White Japanese bantam have a solid biack 
tail or are the top two tail feathers edged in white? I note that the top 

two tail feathers in the BTW female are edged in white. Similarly, 1 see 
that the top two tail feathers in both the male and female Black Toiled 
Buff Japanese are edged with buff. 

3.1 don't believe I have ever seen a Bamvelder or a Welsummer. As I was 
studying those two breeds, I was trying my best to visualize the birds. 

The pictures of the males of both those breeds don't seem to make sense. 

I think the pictures of the males of those two breeds have been switched, 
because the description of the B amveider male on page 138 seems to match 
the picture of the Welsummer male on page 160, and the description of the 
Welsummer male on pages 146-47 seems to match the picture of the 
Bamvelder male on page 156. The pictures of the females are, I think, 
correct. 

Please don't trouble yourself with answering these questions at this 
time. I'm sure you are very busy preparing for the New York State African 
Violet Society conference and the poultry show. We can talk about these 
three questions on Sunday. I ask them here because they surfaced recently 
as I was studying.

Dear Paul: 

I was very pleased to get your email this morning (my cyber-connection is 
through my computer at work). 

Thanks again for administering my APA exam on Sunday. I'm glad the 
written exam is behind me. As a pedagogue, my impression is that I passed 
the written exam. I don't think I'll really relax, however, until Chuck 
Oltersdorf phones with the results. 

The showroom portion of the exam was very enjoyable. Talking about and 
evaluating birds is always a pleasant and informative experience. I am 
always amazed at how much one can leam from such experiences. In a way, 
it reminds me of walking through a museum with a friend and talking about 
what you see. No matter how many times you've looked at a painting, for 
example, and no matter how much you think you know about it, another set 
of eyes and another mind can always open new doors for you. 

Your account of your forgotten STANDARD at Syracuse reminds me of the 
time, about 5 years ago, when I was 50 miles from the B&WNY show hall, 
headed home, when I suddenly realized that I had forgotten to pack up at 
the end of the show a standard Partridge Rock hen that was on Champions' 
Row. Those 50 miles back to the show hall seemed very long indeed. 

The premium lists for two area county fairs have just been mailed and 
"fair fever" is in the air. As a licensed poultry technician, I have been 
deluged with phone calls from poultry exhibitors who want their birds 
jlood tested. In Pennsylvania, we have to draw a vial of blood from each 
bird and send it to Harrisburg for testing. It's always a pain in the 
neck to get this testing done. One of the guys who called me has a bunch 
of Silkies; another has Call ducks. Trying to get enough blood out of the 
virtually invisible veins in Silkies and Calls is a real test of one's 
patience. 

The final chicks of the season (Black Orpingtons, Partridge Rocks, 

Lavender and Pearl Guineas) are hatching this week, all under setting 
hens. I've got about a dozen hens with young now, mostly Partridge Rocks 
and Orpingtons, but also two Black Muscovies and a Narragansett turkey.

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Two other breeders that I know 
of raise and show American 
Game Bantams: (1) Todd 
McWilliams of Brogue, PA, who 
regularly shows his Black 
Breasted Red Birds at the Berks 
County Poultry Fanciers’ Show in 
Reading and at the York County 
Poultry Fanciers’ Show in York, 
and (2) Palan Miller of Ancram, 
New York who showed his Black 
Breasted Red birds at the 
Eastern New York Poultry Fan¬ 
ciers’ Show in Cobleskill, New 
York on September 29,1991. 

Why, given the fact that there 
is rarely much competition at the 
shows, do I raise and show Black 
Breasted Red American Games? 
That’s easy. I do so because they 
are beautiful birds with what I 
regard as an attractive tempera¬ 
ment. The male bird, as describ¬ 
ed by the ABA, is majestic, 
graceful and alert. The female is 
alert, graceful and sedate!. 
American Game Bantams, in my 
experience, have exceptional 
feather quality. The males have 
abundant hackles that flow well 
over the shoulders and back and 
well-feathered saddles. The 
plumage of both the males and 
females is hard, resilient, smooth 
and brilliant. The breed is one of 
exceptional vigor. Hatchability is 
always very high (90% or more of 
the eggs hatch as a rule) and the 
hens make excellent setters, 
which is a definite plus in my 
book. 

Most exhibitors and spectators 
at poultry shows (and occasional¬ 
ly a judge) have never seen an 
American Game Bantam (a good 
photograph is given on p. 27 of the 
ABA’s Bantam Standard) and 
are not familiar with the ABA’s 
Standard for the breed. Occa¬ 
sionally I am told by a fellow ex¬ 
hibitor at a show: “Your BB Red 
Old English Games are beautiful, 
but they are too big.’’ I then ex¬ 
plain that they are not Old 
English Games and so on. On 
more than one occasion that I 
know of, when there was no com¬ 
petition in the American Games, 
judges have failed to handle the 
American Games (a violation of 
both the ABA and the APA’s judg¬ 
ing instructions, I might add) and 
have simply marked the coop 
tags. Discretion being the better 
part of valor, I have watched this 
happen and have said nothing. 


At one show, my Black 
Breasted Red American Games 
were disqualified by an APA 
judge because they have blue 
legs. On that occasion I should 
have opened my mouth and filed 
a protest, but chose not to do so. 

Will American Game Bantams 
ever be as popular as Old English 
Game Bantams, Cochin Bantams 
or Wyandotte Bantams? Very 
probably not. But, I am pleased 
to report, more and more ex¬ 
hibitors and spectators at poultry 
shows are taking notice of the 
American Game Bantams. At 
four recent shows my BB Red 
American Game Bantams at¬ 
tracted more than a little atten¬ 
tion. The Sussex County (NJ) 
Poultry Faniciers’ Show on April 
27-28, 1991, the Central Penn¬ 
sylvania Avian Club’s Show on 
May 5, 1991, the Finger Lakes 
Feather Club’s Show on June 2, 
1991 and the Rochester Poultry 
Fanciers’ Show on October 6, 
1991. 

The fact that American Games 
are beginning to attract attention 
is a good sign. One of these days, 
an American Game Bantam is 
going to be named champion of 
the Old English and American 
Game Class. It may not happen 
this year or next, but it will hap¬ 
pen and that my friends will be a 
wonderful day in the history of 
exhibition poultry.

Dear Bart: 

I took the APA exam for bantam and standard chickens on Sunday at the 
Finger Lakes Show in Syracuse, NY. Paul Kroll administered the exam. We 
looked over the birds in the show as they arrived (7:30 - 9:30 A.M.) and 
then I took the written exam. After the exam, I joined up with Paul and 
we continued the showroom part of the exam for a couple hours. It was a 
very pleasant experience. 

In an e-mail message to me on the following day, Paul said: 

"Congratulations on doing such a fine job on the show room portion of the 
exam. I really enjoyed working with you and feel that you will make a 
very fine judge. I was very impressed and feel that you wiil also find 
that the written portion will come out okay as well." 

I tend to be a worrier, so I'm sure I won't rest properly until Chuck 
Oltersdorf phones me with the results of the written exam which, I'm 
quite sure, I passed. Some of those questions! The true/false part was 
good. I think I got virtually all of them correct. I didn't really like 
the ideal-defect-disqualification section. The disqualifications were 
fairly easy to identify. Distinguishing between "ideal" and "defect" was 
not always easy.

I think there 
was something therapeutic about the mud and the water that made her want 
to stay there and regroup. 

This morning, to my great pleasure, the heifer was standing in the creek and 
peacefully grazing on the grass along the bank. She appeared to be quite 
normal. What an adventure! 

It was good to visit with you again at Syracuse on June 7 ,h . To become an 
APA judge has been a dream of mine for a long time. How pleased Ralph 
would be to know that 1 have successfully completed the apprenticeship 
program and passed the exam! I shall always be grateful to him for having 
sponsored my candidacy. 

I look forward to seeing you at the Twin Tier show in September.

Given hereafter i: all of the 
content of that flyer about White and 
Barred Hollands, which were admitted to 
the APA's AMERICAN STANDARD 
OF PERFECTION in 1949. 
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WHITE EGGS ARE No. 1—For eye appeal in the egg markets it 
has been found that uniform size white eggs are No. 1. They 
look better than brown eggs, which vary too much in shades 
—ranging from almost white to tinted, light brown and a few 
dark browns. White eggs seem to be a must for sales appeal.

Promising New Breed 

Heavy meat combined with white egg production in White 

Hollands. Experiments by Iowa farm are continuing. 


if SOME of the major improve¬ 
ments in our poultry of today have 
been made through the develop¬ 
ment of white - egg, heavy - type 
chickens. They promise to gain in 
popularity, if present signs are 
any guide. 

Back in 1874, when the first 
American Standard of Excellence 
(now known as the American 
Standard of Perfection) was pub¬ 
lished, very few of the present 
popular breeds of poultry were in 
existence. 

For yea-s poultrymen have been 
trying to make blends of American, 
European ard Asiatic fowls to pro¬ 
duce breeds similar to what are 
now known as Plymouth Rocks, 
Wyandottes, Rhode Island Reds, 
etc. Very few of the new breeds 
became acceptable to the general 
public until after the publication 
of the first Standard. 

Within a few years, or by 1885, 
the Plymouth Rock, Wyandotte, 
Leghorn and Brahma were becom¬ 
ing fairly popular with the Brahma 
in the lead as a meat fowl and Leg¬ 
horns for egg production. Plymouth 


Rocks were considered best for a 
geieral purpose fowl and Wyan¬ 
dottes were being introduced for 
their early maturing characteris¬ 
tics. 

Prior to 1900, there were very 
few commercial poultrymen, com¬ 
pared to the number today, who 
actually paid close attention to 
their birds. However, during the 
past 25 or 30 years, the demand for 
eggs and higher costs have chang¬ 
ed the whole picture. Commercial 
hatcheries have sprung up all over 
the country. Mail cars, express 
cars and even the big airliners are 
loaded with chicks, day-old and 
started, going to all parts of the 
country. 

Competition is keen—and compe¬ 
tition has probably been the great¬ 
est factor in improving the old 
breeds and creating new ones. 
Many of the old breeds that used to 
lay less than 100 eggs a year, flock 
average, will now go well up to¬ 
wards, and even over, the 200 egg 
mark. 


Many of the new breeds and va¬ 
rieties of chickens that have been 
developed since the turn of the cen¬ 
tury have been discarded by the 
farmers and commercial poultry- 
men because they were impractical 
from an economical standpoint. 
Others show promise of being with 
us for many years to come. 

An example of the more practi¬ 
cal of the new breeds are the heavy 
white egg-laying birds that have 
been developed by Rucker’s Imperi¬ 
al Breeding Farms, Ottumwa, 
Iowa. Of all the attempts at this 
ideal combination, this Iowa pro¬ 
ject bears watching, since they 
appear to have fixed these char¬ 
acters to a high degree. 

During the late 1920’s, the own¬ 
ers and breeders of Imperial Farms 
began dreaming of a kind of chick¬ 
en with the meat qualities of Reds 
or White Rocks yet with the egg 
producing qualities of White Leg¬ 
horns. Today this dream has be¬ 
come a reality. 

In the beginning, they made 
blends of various kinds of chickens, 
out of which they got a mixture of 
many kinds, with only a small per¬ 
centage showing the desired type 
and characteristics. For the first 
few years, most of the birds were 
culled out, with only the best saved 
for future breeding work. 

According to the breeders at Im¬ 
perial Farms, the biggest job was 
keeping the heavy meat type and 
still retaining the white egg. 
Thousands of the birds went to 
market, after they began laying in 
the trapnest houses, because they 
laid tinted or brown eggs. Many 
more were sold for meat because 
they showed signs of broodiness. 
Others were culled out because egg 
production was not sufficiently 
high. 

Experiment. f ''rk Continues 

But through •election, con¬ 
stant culling, bloo ‘testing and re¬ 
search, Ini) il has developed 
what are knm as White Egg Hol¬ 
lands. The ideal Whit Fgg Holland 
is a medium sized bird, about the 
size of and with cai ities 

of New Hampshires. They have 
yellow skin, yellow legs, bay eyes 
and white plumage. 

Ideal weights are: Cock— 
lbs., Cockerel—7*/» lbs., Hen—614 
lbs., Pullet— 51/2 lbs. 

Most breeders and geneticists 
have always considered that an in¬ 
visible chain binds heavy meat 
qualities to brown eggs and poor 
meat qualities to white eggs. If so, 
the chain appears to have been 
broken.

Progress in Breeding 

Progress is often made through neces¬ 
sity. The needs of an industry for more 
efficient machines, feed or fowl have re¬ 
sulted in some of our greatest advances. 

Ever since the early days of this indus¬ 
try, men have been juggling and joining 
breeds to get combinations that will be 
more profitable. 

It is not unusual that progress in 
breeding or hatching activities should 
have tneir roots in a highly commercial 
enterprise. The profit motive is the prime 
incentive back of mo.-t sound develop¬ 
ments. In fact, it should be to the ever¬ 
lasting credit of private enterprise that 
they are willing to risk their own capital 
in the experimental woik necessary to 
create these modern wonders of effici¬ 
ency. 

We can think of a half dozen or more 
instances where breeders or hatcherymen 
have spent huge sums of monej in the 
hope of getting it back through more 
efficient strains of fowls, and chicks 
with high inheritance factors for effici¬ 
ency. 

That is the ype of work that has been 
going on at Ottumwa, Iowa, and we are 
glad to recognize it here.—Editor. 


Comparison of Breeds for Average 
Egg Production 


All averages of all breeds showed egg 
weights of over 24 ounces per dozen 
which is considered standard. It is in¬ 
teresting to note that Imperial Super- 
Lines (bred quite similar to Hybrid 
Corn) average 68 eggs more than New 
Hampshires, 70 more than White Rocks. 
26 more than R. I. Reds, 91 more than 
White Wyandottes, 57 more per hen 
than Barred Rocks, 44 more than 
White Leghorns, 72 more han Anconas.

This Chicken Was 
Made To Order 

Farmers need a better chicken. That’s 
what 3 men, high on a Colorado moun¬ 
tain decided 10 years ago. They also 
agreed then that no chicken then in ex¬ 
istence met all the requirements. 

The men, Ross R. Salmon and Kenneth 
Ballew, hatcherymen, and Dean L. Dun- 
gan, advertising man, were holding a 
clinic on their business. Here’s the story 
they tell: 

Time after time, that matter of the 
farmer’s chicken kept coming up. Finally 
said Dungan. “That’s the bird we should 
have to sell.” 

“That’s the bird that doesn’t exist,” 
said Ballew. 

“Maybe we can make it,” said Salmon. 

Ballew grabbed a pencil and began to 
write down all the qualities he’d heard 
farmers say they wanted in a laying 
flock. That list, revised and amended, be¬ 
came the specifications for a new chick¬ 
en. 

Then they had Art Schilling, poultry 
artist, draw a picture of the bird they 
had dreamed up. Back at Rucker’s Im- 
erial Breeding Farms in Iowa they 
anded the picture and specifications to 
Frank Gloeckl, breeding technician, “it’ll 
take an inbred cross,” he said and went 
to work. 

In July this year the breeding farms 
made a double-barreled announcement. 
(1) The approval by American Poultry 
Association of their 2 new breeds, White 
Hollands, and Barred Hollands, both 
white-egg breeds; (2) the release for 
testing of 2 inbred crosses (commonly 
called hybrids). These 2 inbred crosses, 
the breeding farms say, are the birds 
created from the specifications to meet 
farmers needs. 


One of these crosses involves 3 breeds, 
White Holland, White Leghorn and Bar¬ 
red Holland, all inbred for several gener¬ 
ations. Females from a White Holland- 
White Leghorn cross are mated with a 
Barred Holland male to make the finai 
cross. This inbred cross produces a 
heavy bird which lays a white egg of 
good size. 

The other cross involves 2 inbred pure 
lines: Improved White Rocks (sometimes 
called White New Hampshires) and in- 
bred New Hampshires. This cross lays 
orown eggs and produces a good broiler. 

In developing the purified lines (by in- 
breeding) with which he makes the in¬ 
breed crosses, Gloeckl follows one rule: 
Livability, production and hatchability. 

Specifications which Gloeckl followed 
in developing purified lines for the in- 
bred crosses read about like this: 

1. High production all year under ad¬ 
verse conditions. That means a non¬ 
brooding, healthy, disease resistant hen 
—a rugged bird that will lay and live 
without pampering. 

2. A pure white egg or a definitely 
brown egg depending on market prefer¬ 
ence in color. 

3. A desirable egg size, 24 to 25 ounces 
a dozen. 

.4. Fast growth, and quick feathering 
in chicks. 

5. Desirable broiler weight and flesh¬ 
ing in cockerels. 

6. A good sized bird to sell when it’s 
time to market the hens. That means 
several cents more a pound and more 
pounds to sell than light breeds. 

“All of that, we've put into our inbred 
crosses,” said Salmon. 

Gloeckl developed the Barred Holland 
on a challenge. A geneticist said it wasn’t 
possible to get a white egg from a barred 
bird. “I did it in 5 years,” he grinned.

As people start 
'eyeballing” their prospective 
champions for the upcoming 
show season one area often 
overlooked has nothing to do 
with the actual breeding of 
poultry. One area we very 
seldom think about is the way 
we want people to perceive us, 
as a person, breeder and 
exhibitor. The perception 
would / should be one of 
honesty and integrity. 

There is nothing wrong 
with having fun or being 
competitive, as long as 
honesty and integrity are kept 
in check. All of the recognition 
and awards are not worth 
much if they were achieved or 
won through questionable 
tactics. Many of us would 
rather win nothing if it means 
giving up our morality. 
Winning isn't everything it's the 
only thing is a fine attitude if 
the effort and result are 
worthy. 

There is a fine line between 


showmanship and cheating. 
£veryirtmg should be done to 
give you the best possible 
chance of achieving your goal 
without altering the parameters 
of the rules. 

Here are two examples 
doing the same thing but for 
different reasons. You be the 
judge if you would be 
preserving your honesty and 
integrity. First, you know that a 
particular show always run out 
of wood shavings so you take 
along some from home simply 
to assure your birds will have 
enough to keep clean. 
Second, you have a Japanese 
with a duck foot so you take 
along wood shavings from 
home so you can load up the 
cage with the hope the judge 
does not notice the bird has a 
duck foot. 

Many of "s were taught 
that if it gives the wrong 
impression, then do not do it. 
It is not worth your honesty 
and integrity. 

Sometimes one can be a 
victim of circumstance. Maybe 
someone only heard part of a 
conversation or only saw part 
of the action. Usually an 
explanation can correct that If 
not, at least you know that 
your honesty and integrity are

still in check. 

Some people do not care 
about such perceptions. 
Anything can be construed or 
misconstrued to justify the 
action. They feel they can deal 
with the reaction later, which is 
not usually the case. 

So as we head into the 
summer show season please 
consider what you truiy want 
and how bad you truly want it.

The 22 nd annual spring poultry show sponsored by the Central 
Pennsylvania Avian Club took place on May 3, in the poultry building on 
the Bloomsburg Fairgrounds. Dan Dysart, Troy LaRoche, Paul Montieth, 
and Rick Porr judged the 818 birds that were exhibited by 95 exhibitors. 

The grand champion of the show was a Black Rosecomb hen that was 
shown by Rich Flare. It was quite a day for Rick. Not only did he have the 
show champion, he also took the APA judges' licensing exam at the show. 
We ran into Rick at the 40 lh annual Finger Lakes show at Syracuse, NY on 
June 7, and were pleased to leam that he successfully passed the licensing 
exam. We look forward to seeing him at work as a judge at upcoming 
shows. 

It was also a good day for Laura Adams-Durgin from Hobart, NY, 
who had champion bird shown by a junior exhibitor on a Black Australorp 
cockerel. The same bird was also named champion English and champion 
standard. The reserve champion bird shown by a junior exhibitor was a 
Single Comb White Leghorn hen that was exhibited by Will Bacon II from 
Craley, PA. This same bird was also named champion Mediterranean. 

Troy LaRoche judged the junior showmanship class and selected the 
following champions: Jesse Hayden (novice), Danielle Yobst 
(intermediate), and Angelique Livezey (senior). The junior showmanship 
reserve champions were Sara List (novice), Annie Soegel (intermediate), 
and Seth Harris (senior). 

The show secretary was Briget Kane, who had very unusual and 
attractive show awards made for the occasion: fancy garden watering cans, 
with commemorative plaques attached. Adrienne Blankenship assisted the 
show secretary in a thousand ways in the course of the day and helped to 
guarantee that everything went smoothly. 

The club's food stand was under the direction of Phil Malencore, who 
served up mouth-watering treats all day long on Saturday and Sunday.

An especially nice feature of the show was the visit to the show hall 
by Todd Lehman, the new poultry superintendent of the Bloomsburg Fair. 
CPAC president Carl Harris gave Todd a guided tour of the show and 
introduced to him many of the exhibitors m the show. The CPAC is very 
fortunate to be able to conduct its shows and auctions in the poultry 
building on the Bloomsburg Fairgrounds. This building is among the best 
show buildings anywhere for a poultry show and in it, last spring, the CPAC 
hosted the 1997 ABA semiannual meet.

Use this vaccine 
and pass it on to the next person. Vaccinate your birds as soon as you get the 
vaccine. Keep the vaccine cold. I have already vaccinated my birds, so I don’t need 
the remaining vaccine when everyone has finished using it. There should be enough 
in this bottle for everyone to do all their birds. 


HOW TO VACCINATE 

Vaccination lor IT by the EYEDROP METHOD is -cnductc i by allowing one lull drop 

ol rehydraled vaccine lo tail into th» open eye ol Ihe bird and hold until the bird 

swallows. Hold dropper bottle in vertical position throughout vaccination lo avoid 

wasting vaccine. 

CAUTION 

1. for veterinary use only. 

2. Vaccinate only healthy birds. Although disease may not be evident, 
coccidiosis. chronic respiratory disease, mycoplasma infection, lymphoid 
leukosis, infectious bursal disease. Marek's disease, or other disease 

! conditions may cause serious complications or reduce protection. 

3. An eye reaction may be noticed il birds are incubating coryta or other 
infectious organisms, or if there is excels ammonia or dust in Ihe air of the 
housing facilities. 

4. In outbreak situations, vaccinate healthy birds first, progressing toward 
outbreak areas in order lo vaccinate diseased birds last. 

5. Oo not spill or spatter Ihe vaccine. Use entire contents ol vial when first 
opened. Burn empty battles, caps and all unused vaccine and accessaries. 

6. Do not dilute the vaccine or otherwise stretch the dosage 

7. Store at 2° lo 7°C (35° lo 45°f). 

8. Do not vaccinate within 21 days before slaughter.

Twisted Wings

After raising chicks for a few decades, it's easy to convince yourself 
that you've seen it all when it comes to the kind of trouble that chicks can 
get themselves into. But I had a new kind of chick problem this year. 

This past spring and summer I had about a half dozen chicks, out of 
about 300, whose wings became badly twisted at the age of about four 
weeks. To look at the chicks (American Game bantams), you would think 
that someone had taken hold of their wings and twisted them around two or 
three times, and then positioned the twisted wings in place by propping the 
primary wing feathers on the backs of the chicks. 

The chicks, of course, were in considerable distress. To correct the 
problem, I simply unwound the wings. Surprisingly, the wings seemed to go 
back into place, and that was that. But how did it happen? I was sure that 
the problem was not genetic. 1 watched and waited. 

Finally, after many hours of observation over the period of a couple 
weeks, I discovered what was going on. The chicks, believe it or not, did it 
themselves! The wing twisters, spurred on by natural curiosity, discovered 
that the own emerging primary wing feathers were something very 
interesting to pick at. They would grab hold of the feather tips with their 
beaks and pull their own wings forward, toward their heads. The harder a 
chick would pull, the closer the wing, now upside down, would draw near 
the neck and head. 

This would cause the chick some pain, and the chick would release 
the wing. But the wing would not always go back into its normal position. 

Sometimes the wing would get stuck on the chick's back. The next thing 
you know, the chick would reach back and grab hold again of its own wing 
with its beak. If the chick grabbed the wing tip at just the right angle and 
pulled the wing towards its head, the entire wing would be taken through a 
complete rotation. After the first twist, repeated twists became easier and 
easier. 

I wouldn't believe it possible if I hadn't witnessed it happen on 
several occasions. It didn't happened because of any dietary deficiency or 
because the chicks were crowded. I believe these twisted wings were merely 
the unfortunate consequence of adolescent avian curiosity. After several 
unwindings of twisted wings, over the period of a week or so, the chicks 
seemed to loose interest in picking at their own developing wings. No 
permanent damage appears to have been done, as the errant chicks are now 
fully grown with normal wings.

From the Editor 

In studying the descriptions 

of Bamvelders and Welsummers 

in the 1998 edition of the APA's 


AMERICAN STANDARD OF 
PERFECTION, I discovered that 
the photo of the Bamvelder male 
on page 156 is not a Bamvelder 
male and that the photo of the 
Welsummet male on page 160 is 
not a Welsummer male. 

The photos of the Bam¬ 
velder male and the Welsummer 
male have been switched. 

I don't believe that I have 
ever seen either a Bamvelder or a 
Welsummer. Who has them? 
Craig Russell would know. 

Similarly, who has Buff 
Catalanas? There are photos of 
Buff Catalanas in the 1998 APA 
AMERICAN STANDARD OF 
PERFECTION (p. 131). They 

strike me as being a very beautiful 
bird (buff bird, black tail, bluish 
slate legs, large enamel white ear 
lobes). 

Here is the historical note 
on the breed from the APA's 1 ( 8 
Standard: "The Catalana Del Prat 
first came into being as a natural 
breed among the farmers in the 
district of Prat, near Barcelona, 
Catalana, Spain. The Catalana was 
first exhibited at the World [sic] 
Fair, Madrid in 1902, where it was 
favorably received. This breed is 
popular in the Latin American 
Countries [sic] and has attracted a 
limited following in the U.S. and 
Canada.

1 received my 1998 APA YEARBOOK yesterday and was very disappointed to discover 
that neither my full-page ad nor the article that you requested from me for the 
YEARBOOK were included.

Thanks for your letter of 08-10-98 about my missing article, ad, and check. 
1 wrote Loma today and asked her to look around in her papers and 
correspondence and see if she can find them. I have the feeling that the 
letter was lost by the postal service, because the check has not yet been 
cashed. Three or four months ago, 1 discovered that the check was not 
cashed, but I didn't suspect a problem, because some organizations, as I'm 
sure you know, are very slow at getting checks deposited. Poultry clubs, it 
seems, are among the worst offenders. Sometimes I have to wait five or six 
months before a poultry show secretary gets checks for entry fees and/or 
specials into the bank. 

At any rate, I have cooled down/retumed to normal following my initial 
agitation at not finding my ad and article in the 1998 APA YEARBOOK. 
Please accept my apologies if I transit ‘ted in your direction any of my 
over-charged emotions on this matter. 

I regard the APA YEARBOOKS as highly important publications, and I 
take it as a great honor to have articles accepted for publication in them. For 
about ten years now, I have had an article in every APA YEARBOOK. A 
few years ago, I set it as a goal of mine to have an article in every APA 
YEARBOOK for the 'est of my life. Now, through no fault of mine or yours 
(and probably not Loma's), the chain has been broken (probably by the 
postal service). 

The fact that the present officers of the APA have swept under the rug the 
invalid procedures that resulted in their being elected is also bothering me. 
One likes to think that the officers of such an organization as the APA are 
honorable, decent folks. But I guess not. Because of their shenanigans and 
ineptitude, my confidence in the APA has been considerably shaken. It's a 
very uncomfortable position to be in, as you know. 

Another thing that's bothering me with the APA these days is the 1998 
edition of the American Standard of Perfection. What a mess! To date I 
have a 5-page typed list of errors and corrections that som^ne should have 
caught before the book went to print. In a couple of instances, the Standard

Revision Committee made major changes/revisions that were not in the list 
of 82 recommended revisions that were submitted by the Standard Revision 
Committee in 1996. Such nerve! Who do they think they are? Did they 
think that no one would notice? 

If only you were the president of the APA, as you should be, and as you 
would be if an honest election had been conducted! It makes me very 
angry—and I really don't know what to do about it. To write to Pat Malone 
would be of no avail. And I don't know anything about Danny Padgett. 

As a friend and former officer of the APA, perhaps you can advise me on 
what to do? What I would really like to do is to ask a few carefully worded 
questions from the floor at the general membership meeting of the APA in 
Columbus this November. But to do so would be tantamount to writing 
one's own death warrant. I'd be branded as a trouble maker. 

But to do nothing is wrong. A few days ago, I found myself thinking that if 
I did not have an Endowment Trust Life Membership in the APA that I 
would probably be disinclined to renew my membership. But that wouldn't 
be a solution either. Maybe I should write to Dick Horstman, my APA 
district director, and get him officially involved with some of these APA 
problems? 

On a more cheerful—and positive—note, Bill Gladhill phoned me a couple 
of weeks ago and asked if I would be interested in judging at the Maryland 
State Poultry Fanciers show at Frederick, MD in November. I said that I 
would be and, at his request, put it in writing the following day in a letter to 
him. No final yes from them yet, but it seems like it might become a reality. 
If so, it will be my first judging assignment. 

I appreciate the fact that I can speak honestly and openly with you about the 
APA. Thanks for listening.

THE 1998 APA YEARBOOK. Again this year, the yearbooks were very late in 
coming out. Whan will this lateness problem in the publication of the 
yearbooks be solved? How can the APA expect to get advertisers if the APA 
can't publish a yearbook on time? The format and content of the front 
matter of the 1998 APA Yearbook are very peculiar. Why is there no title 
page? In addition, the 1998 APA Yearbook is a very sloppy looking 
publication (text out of alignment; idiosyncratic use fonts, italics, and 
underlining; poorly laid out tables and pages; redundant page headers, 
etc.). The print quality of most of the photographs in it is very poor.

August 14, 1998 


Thanks for your letter of 08-10-98 about my missing article, ad, and check. 
I wrote Loma today and asked her to look around in her papers and 
correspondence and see if she can find them. I have the feeling that the 
letter was lost by the postal service, because the check has not yet been 
cashed. Three or four months ago, I discovered that the check was not 
cashed, but I didn't suspect a problem, because some organizations, as I'm 
sure you know, are very slow at getting checks deposited. Poultry clubs, it 
seems, are among the worst offenders. Sometimes I have to wait five or six 
months before a poultry show secretary gets checks for entry fees and/or 
specials into the bank. 

At any rate, I have cooled down/retumed to normal following my initial 
agitation at not finding my ad and article in the 1998 APA YEARBOOK. 
Please accept my apologies if I transmitted in your direction any of my 
over-charged emotions on this matter. 

I regard the APA YEARBOOKS as highly important publications, and I 
take it as a great honor to have articles accepted for publication in them. For 
about ten years now, 1 have had an article in every APA YEARBOOK. A 
few years ago, I set it as a goal of mine to have an article in every APA 
YEARBOOK for the rest of my life. Now, through no fault of mine or yours 
(and probably not Loma's), the chain has been broken (probably by the 
postal service). 

The fact that the present officers of the APA have swept under the rug the 
invalid procedures that resulted in their being elected is also bothering me. 
One likes to think that the officers of such an organization as the APA are 
honorable, decent folks. Bui I guess not. Because of their shenanigans and 
ineptitude, my confidence in the APA has been considerably shaken. It's a 
very uncomfortable position to be in, as you know. 

Another thing that's bothering me with the APA these days is the 1998 
edition of the American Standard of Perfection. What a mess! To date I 
have a 5-page typed list of errors and corrections that someone should have 
caught before the book went to print. In a couple of instances, the Standard 


Revision Committee made major changes/revisions that were not in the list 
of 82 recommended revisions that were submitted by the Standard Revision 
Committee in 1996. Such nerve! Who do they think they are? Did they 
think that no one would notice? 

If only you were the president of the APA, as you should be, and as you 
would be if an honest election had been conducted! It makes me very 
angry—and I really don't know what to do about it. To write to Pat Malone 
would be of no avail. And I don't know anything about Danny Padgett. 

As a friend and former officer of the APA, perhaps you can advise me on 
what to do? What I would really like to do is to ask a few carefully worded 
questions from the floor at the general membership meeting of the APA in 
Columbus this November. But to do so would be tantamount to writing 
one's own death warrant. I'd be branded as a trouble maker. 

But to do nothing is wrong. A few days ago, I found myself thinking that if 
I did not have an Endowment Trust Life Membership in the APA that I 
would probably be disinclined to renew my membership. But that wouldn't 
be a solution either Maybe I should write to Dick Horstman, my APA 
district director, and get him officially involved with some of these APA 
problems? 

On a more cheerful—and positive—note, Bill Gladhill phoned me a couple 
of weeks ago and asked if! would be interested in judging at the Maryland 
State Poultry Fanciers show at Frederick, MD in November. I said that 1 
would be and, at his request, put it in writing the following day in a letter to 
him. No final yes from them yet, but it seems like it might become a reality. 
If so, it will be my first judging assignment. 

I appreciate the fact that I can speak honestly and openly with you about the 
APA. Thanks for listening.
